RESUME OF MEETING 

CARRIER, SHIPPER, LABOR AND STATE OFFICIAL GROUPS 
CONCERNED WITH TRANSPORTATION 
AUGUST 17, 1961 

DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE, RM. 5855 
( Resume aub.lect to correction by Individual participants ) 

Dr. Gayton Germane, Chairman of the meeting, presented Secretary Hodges. 

The Secretary welcomed those in attendance. The Secretary stressed the 
need for and desire of the President for early action on national transporta¬ 
tion problema. He made it clear that personnel in this Department do not have 
any preconceived ideas as to what should be done. The Secretary requested 
that recommendations, without restrictions, be submitted in writing by August 
28. He then turned the meeting over to Dr. Germane. 

Dr. Germane stated that the Department of Commerce was anxious to submit 
to the President specific practical and effective recommendations designed to 
improve the transportation situation of the country. He stated that consid¬ 
eration will be given to current studies which are under way but the Depart¬ 
ment will not await the completion of these studies before submitting recom¬ 
mendations to the President. He invited those present to comment briefly on 
the general nature of recommendations they felt should be considered. 

Mr. R. M. Boyd, President, National Industrial Traffic League, advised 
his association represents the principal industrial organizations of the 
country. They feel this country is at the crossroads on how much regulation 
should be applied to transportation, whether to give carrier management 
greater freedom by relaxing regulations or extend regulations and take a 
chance on socialization of transportation. He stated the present transport 
system of the country is not sufficiently strong; and that his association 
has recently issued a booklet setting forth the principles they feel are es- 
sentiel. The NIT League advocates more coordination among the modes of 
transportation; cosunon ownership of transportation, with adequate safeguards 
to preserve competition; and greater freedom for carrier management. 

Mr. H. F. Hammond, Exec. V. P., Transportation Association of America, 
atated that the Trensportation Association of America, representing all 
modes of trensportetion, users, and investors, will submit approximately 
12 suggestions, particularly designed to improve the conditions of common 
carriers. 

Mr. Morris Forgaah, Chm. of the 8d., F. F. I., expressed the view that 
the cancer of the nation's transportation problem is the erosion of common 
carriage. Approximately 70 percent of our transportation, which Congress 
aet out to regulate, is unregulated and this condition creates the strife 
and struggle with which we are confronted. 
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Mr. J. L. Weller, Co-Chm., Labor-Management Coaatwiee Conf., endorsed the 
principle we cannot sweep under the rug this problem of unregulated transpor¬ 
tation; we are going to have to do something specific about it. The Government 
will hava to coma to a decision now on whether it wants a domestic merchant 
marine. 

Mr. L. James Harmanson, Jr., General Cdunsel, National Council of Farm 
Cooperatives, atatad that his organisation represents the farm segment of tha 
economy, engaged in marketing of all forms of agricultural products and pro¬ 
ducing agricultural supplies, and is one of tha largest users of all forms of 
transportation. He expressed tha view that thara is a constructive basis on 
whiah shippers and transportation agencies can unite their strength end find 
aolutlona. 

Mr. M. Triggs, Asst. Lag. Dir., American Farm Bureau, stated tha reten¬ 
tion of agricultural exemptions is imperatively necessary for efficient mar¬ 
keting of farm products. 

Mr. V. R. MacDonald, Chm., National Association of Railroad & Utility 
Commissioners Special Committee to Study Railroad Problems, stated that he 
dleagraad wholeheartedly that wa should permit complata freedom from regu¬ 
lation of transportation’. Howavar, ha expressed tha view that regulations 
might be relaxed somewhat and recognised tha fact that they should not in¬ 
terfere in taalnaas. Ha inquired ss to whathar recommendations should be 
directed to procedure with tha regulatory eganclas. 

Dr. Germane advlsad that tha Commerce Department is not placing any 
limits or restrictions on the nature of recommendations and stated that rec¬ 
ommendations should be those considered urgent on which practical solutions 
might be accomplished by early action. 

Mr. A. W. Wuerker, Aaat. to Pres., .American Waterways Operators, stated 
that he must rebut the proposal for common ownership of carriers from the 
point of interest of the waterways, saying that this would be s most fatal 
proposal. He advised that a serious thing facing tha waterway industry is 
the natter of selective rate cutting. 

Mr. L. 0. Barnes, Chm. of Association of Local Transport Airlines, 
urged that recommendations in previous studies be consolidated and action 
taken. He commented that the transportation industry is moving so rapidly 
that national transportation policy is not keeping pace. 

Mr. R. C. Monroe, Ex. Dir., National Air Text Conference, requested 
clarification on the scope of recommendations snd number of copies required. 

Dr. Germane advlsad that three copies of a brief statement of specific 
recommendations, with aoma explanation aa to why they are urgent and prac¬ 
ticable, should be furnished. 

Mr. H. H. Llnooln, Pres., Private Truck Council of America, expressed 
concern in preserving the inherent right of private corporations and indi¬ 
viduals to transport thair own goods in their own trucks. 
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Mr. A. B. McMullen, Ex. Dir., National Association of State Aviation Offi¬ 
cials, recommended improvement of surface transportation facilities to expedite 
the movement of passengers to end from airports. 

Mr. A. F. Matthews, Exec. V. P., Supplemental Air Carrier Conference, urged 
more flexible authority, extended to permit participation in common carriage on 
individual tickets for passengers. 

Mr. S. M. Waldman, Counsel, International Longshoremen's Association, re¬ 
quested review of the coastwise end intercoastel segment of the maritime in¬ 
dustry end expressed deep appreciation for being invited, the first time in 
many years, by a Federal Department to participate in such a program. 

Mr. Lewis Carliner, United Auto Workers, suggested attention be focused 
on the interests of the common people and suggested recommendations be ob¬ 
tained from organized consumer groups. 

Mr. G. 3. Prince, Exec. V. P. end Gen. Counsel, Association of American 
Railroads, expressed approval of the Department of Commerce approach end 
stated that he hoped the program would result in hard-hitting action to cure 
problems presently creating the ills of the railroad industry. He requested 
clarification on whether recommendations should include specific legislative 
proposals. 

Dr. Germane stated that specific items on implementing legislation will 
be welcomed. 

Mr. R. R. Murdock, Counsel, Seafarers' International Union, advised 
that four-fifthe of the documented seamen of America are unemployed end 
that this country has a smaller merchant marine then Liberia, Norway, or 
Greet Britain. He promised the cooperation of his union in this project. 

Mr. H. R. Hoses, Dir. of Research National Association of Motor Bus 
Owners, advised that NAMBO has economic problems end that recommendations 
will be submitted. 

Mr. J. M. Sullivan, V. P., Pacific American Steamship Association, 
stated that recommendations would be furnished and urged that the trans¬ 
portation tax now be repealed. 

Mr. R. E. Casey, Pres., American Marchant Marine Institute, stated 
that clarification of two prime objectives is necessary; namely, is an 
American marchant marine still necessary for national defense, and, if 
so, what should be the composition? He expressed certainty that it can¬ 
not be maintained without additional legislative assistance. 

Mr. G. W. Collins, Manager, Transportation & Communications Depart¬ 
ment, Chamber of Commerce of the U. S., expressed pleasure at the meet¬ 
ing being held, urged prompt action in the form of relief for the common 
carrier industry, and stated that the President of the U. S. Chamber of 
Commerce had recently called attention to the critical financial situa¬ 
tion of this segment of our economy. 
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Mr. W. F. Carey, Pres., National Defenae Tranaportation Association, ex¬ 
pressed a deep awareness of the necessity for improved health and efficiency in 
the common carrier system of the country. He suggested compilation of additional 
facts on the availability of tranaportation equipment and facilities, and ad¬ 
vised that NDTA had initiated a limited transportation census, and an evalua¬ 
tion of current transportation reports. Mr. Carey requested clarification as 
to whether views were deaired on tnis program of NDTA. (Dr. Germane gave an 
affirmative answer.) 

Mr. W. A. Breanahan, Assistant Managing Director, American Trucking Associa¬ 
tions, Inc., promised full cooperation and advised that a long well-written 
letter would be received by the Department of Commerce. 

Mr. Stuart Drback, Legal Associate, Council of State Governments, advised 
that the Governors 1 Conference had recently passed two resolutions on (l) state 
planning, and (2) urban and regional development, to conduct studies looking 
for methods to coordinate transportation matters among Government agencies. 

Mr. J. W. Hershey, Board Chairman, Inland Waterway Common Carriers Associa¬ 
tion, recommended that we eliminate the possibility of private carriers operating 
in a dual role; namely, private carriers under one set of circumstances and for- 
hire, public carriers under other circumstances. He requested clarification 
on what is to be considered "short-range" programs. 

Dr. Germane explained that, for purposes of this project, those programs 
which might be enacted into law or placed in effect by Executive Order during 
the next session of Congress could be classified in the short-range category and 
otner programs would be considered long-range. 

Mr. A. E. Johnson, E. S., American Association of State Highway Officials, 
advised he would have a meeting of the heads of the Highway Departments and 
prepare recommendations. 

Mr. Larry Gates, Exec. Asst., Washington Affairs, Air Line Pilots Association 
International, requested that clearcut policies be established on a number of 
issues, emong which arei 

(l) Government competition—MATS, for example, with commercial transporta¬ 
tion; 

(A) the policy of the Government with respect to international carriers; 
and 

(3) research and development programs. 

Mr. S. G. Tipton, President, Air Transport Association, expressed the view 
that some of the organisations will have to "bury the hatchet" in the process 
cf developing this program; emphasised that an important part of the review 
should be the extent to which Government agencies are interested in and prepared 
■-C -omoiv with tne transportation policy ultimately developed; inquired whether 
the program will include international air transport policies, and urged sup¬ 
port for early repeal of the transportation tax. 

Dr. Germane advised that the Department of Commerce would expect to receive 
recommendations on international air transport policy matters. 
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Hr. A. A. Pattia, V. P., Shipbuilders Union AFL-CIO, recommended that 
aarious thought ba givan to establishment of a Cabinet Post for Transportation. 

Dr. D. L. MacMahon, Aeat. to Intprnat. Pres., Traneport Workers Union, ad- 
v.sed h'.s organisation rapreaante 150,000 workers in the transportation industry; 

ist city transportation hsa "gone to pot"; and that the Government needs to 
mink in terms of a dacldelly improved mass transportation system to serve the 
citlas and Bullions of people riding to and from work daily. He stated that 
public ownership and operation might not ba a terrible thing. 

Mr. Barnard Cuahman, CJaneral Counsel, Amalgamated Association Electric Rail¬ 
road and Motor Coach Employees of America, AFL-CIO, racommandad greater coordina¬ 
tion between Fadaral highway programs and promotion of urban transportation 

systems. 

Mr. Sidney Zagin, Legislative Counsel, International Brotherhood of Teamsters, 
expressed the view that in addition to s sense of urgency there should be 
direction in tha approach and a sense of priority established. He statad that in 
hia opinion aoma of tha problems ara due to administration of the national 
transportation policy by the Interstate Commerce Commission. 

Mr. A. B. Hawas, Counsel, Waterways Bulk Transportation Council, Inc., ex¬ 
pressed strong interest in retention of the dry bulk commodity exemption provi¬ 
sions, and atatad it would be a serious mistake to change this. 

Mr. A. E. May, Acting Executive Director, Committee of American Steamship 
Linas, approved the principle of not conducting additional studies and requested 
clarification on whether the present program will be coordinated with the study 
of the Business Council on the merchant marine. 

Dr. Gmrmane advised that we would be working closely with the staff making 
the study of the merchant marine but we would not await completion of that study 
to submit recommendations to the President. 

Mr. C. B. Culpepper, President, Southern Traffic League, and President, 
National Conference Nonprofit Shipping Association, diaagreed with the statement 
of Mr. Forgash that 70 percent of transportation is by private carriers and 
statad that, in any event, all this traffic could not be recaptured by the com¬ 
mon carriers. 

Mr. C. A. Waaher, Traffic Manager, American Retail Federation, advised that 
tne views of his association coincided with those of the National Industrial 
Traffic League and perhaps the U. S. Chamber of Commerce, with emphasis on small 
shippers' problems 

Mr. H. J. Smith, Jr., Representative, Committee for Ocean Freight Forwarders 
International, stated that a Federal Maritime Board regulation would substantially 
reduce tha importance of his organization in the American merchant marine industry, 
unless they soon received some relief from its provisions. 

Mr. E. T. Buraard, Exec. V. P., Airport Operators Council, expressed an in¬ 
terest in aound transportation policies for the development of communities and 
airports. Ha recommended the Secretary of Commerce coneider future meetings for 
continuous coordination of complex transportation problems. 
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Mr. J. B. Hartranft, Jr., Pres., Aircraft Owners & Pllota Association, 
suggested that a firm national transportation policy on uaar charges be 
adopted applicable to air, ground, and water transportation, after which 
formulas could be considered for assessment of charges.

Helpers. 

The Secretary expressed the view that the participants In the meeting 
had baen extraordinarily cooperative and understood that the complex problems 
are of national Interest, which meana personal and short-run selfish Interests 
may have to be aubordinated to the national interest. He stated that otherwise 
we may be headed into further trouble and additional regulations. He advised 
the group that the Department of Commerce would be thinking entirely in terms 
of what Is best for the country. The Secretary Introduced Assistant Secretary 
of Labor, Mr. J. J. Reynolds. 

Mr. Reynolds expressed the view that this may well represent the most 
fundamentally critical area In our economy in the years ahead and that the sys¬ 
tem appears to be characterised by redundancy, lack of coordination, a high 
degree of self Interest, and is grossly wasteful of human and physical re¬ 
sources. He requested that his frank statements not be misunderstood but that 
each individual consider what he could do for his country in regard to solving 
these complex probleme during the tests that lie ahead. He offered his as¬ 
sistance In considering the human resources of the problem In what Is essentially 
an area of br<">ad interest tc the country's welfare rather than s parochial 
interest In a given form of transportation or union. 

Secretary Hodges presented his Special Assistant, Mr. Hymen H. Bookbinder. 
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Mr. Bookbinder commented on the constructive and useful approach on trans¬ 
portation matters and offered hia aaaiatance in solving the problems shsred 
both by aenagement and labor. 

The Secretary urged those present to keep in mind that the total "repre¬ 
sents the nation" and that the Government may have been too alow in decision 
making and applied too much regulation, but that he knew President Kennedy 
now wants some specific decisions. He urged those present to be prepsred to 
meke a little sacrifice. 

Or. Germane advised that transcripts of the meeting could be purchased 
from the Federal Reporting Company. He expressed sppreclation for attendance 
and participation and adjourned the meeting.

You are probably aware that the Secretary, at the request 
of the President, is undertaking a comprehensive study of national 
transportation to identify emerging problems, redefine the appro¬ 
priate Federal rola, and recommend any legislation or administrative 
actions needed to assure the balanced develoiment of our transporta¬ 
tion system. In the conduct of this study, it vill be necessary to 
obtain information useful in evaluating the transportation policy 
of the U. 8. and its Implementing legislation. 

The area of industrial relations and collective bargaining 
exercises a decisive influence on both the economics and managerial 
operation of the different transportation industries.
